They tell of 
seeing people struck by flying timbers 
and crushed to death before their eyes. 
One man was cut off from his family just 
as he had them rescued and saw them 
sink beneath the water on the other side 
of a barrier.

During the robbing of the dead not only 
were fingers cut off, but ears were 
stripped from heads in order to secure 
jewels of value. A few' government 
troops who have survived are assisting 
in patrolling the city. Private citizens 
have also endeavored co prevent the rob- 
bing of the dead and on several occasions 
have killed the offenaers. Singly and in 
twos or threes the offenders were thus 
shot down until] the total thus executed

wgs re ported on the Florida coast. On 
that day a storm was reported moving in 
a westerly direction from Key West. It 
moved up the Atlantic coast. The Mal- 
lory steamer Comal ran into it and re- 
ported a great number of wrecks. The 
supposition that this was the same storm 
that reached Galveston by doubling back 
on its tracks. he thinks, is a mistake. The 
first knowledge of the Galveston storm 
was the report of a wind velocity of 
forty-eight miles an hour at Port Eads 
on Saturday morning. High winds were 
also reported at Pass Christian. The 
Port Eads storm, Dr. Fry thinks, Was a 
distinct storm .from that of Florida and 
was confined to the gulf. 

Eighteen people were caught the 
Grothger grocery store and it pre- 
sumed that all were lost, as many hav?

In the Bolivar lighthouse, which stands 
120 feet high on Bolivar Point, across the 
bay from Galveston, about 125 people 
sought refuge from the storm Saturday 
evening. Many of the unfortunates had 
deserted their homes, which were swept 
by the hurricane and other residents of 
Galveston who had come to the bay shore 
in their frantic endeavor to reach Gil- 
veston and their families. Among the 
latter was County Road Superintendent 
Kelso. Mr. Kelso stated to a News re- 
porter when -he reached Galveston on 
Monday afternoon that the hundred or 
more refugees spent an awfu! night in the 
lighthouse Saturday night. The supply 
of fresh water was soon exhausted and 
an effort was made to secure water by 
catching the rainwater in_ bue kets 
suspended at the top of the lighthouse. 
The experiment was a success in a way, 
but it demonstrated a remarkable inci- 
dent to show the force of the wind. The 
bucket was soon filled with water, but 
it was salty and could not -be_ used. 
Several attempts finally resulted in a 
fresh water supply to quench the thirst 
of the excited refugees. The salt water 
spray was shot skyward over 130 fret 
and mingled with the rain water that 
fel] in the buckets.

to the wind and collapsed. Some of the 
wreckage struck Mutti and he was mor- 
tlly injured. 

Professor Buckner, of the Buckner Or- 
phans’ heme, of Dallas, arrived here yes- 
terday morning and at once went to the 
city hall. He offered to throw thé doors 
of his establishment wide open for the 
orphans of yalveston, and announced 
that he was ready to care for about 100 
to 150 of the children. 

The official records of the United States 
weather bureau have been made up and 
forwarded to Washington. The reports 
give some very valuable additional in- 
formation about the storm. Unfortu- 

ately the recording instruments were 
destroyed or crippled beyond operatian 
about 5:10 p. m. on Saturday. The wind 
gauge reported a two-minute blow at the 
rate of 100 miles an hour and was fhen 
demolished by the hurricane, which con- 
tinued to increase in violence. 

While the exact velocity of the wind 
was not recorded after the destruction 
of the instruments, the weather bureau 
reports estimate the maximum velocity 
at between 110 and 120 miles an hour. It 
did not maintain this terrible rate for 
any length of time, probably half a min- 
ute. but it was sufficient’ to wreck any- 
thing that met the full force of the storm. 

A journal of the local office of the 
weather bureau contains the report of an 
apparent. tidal wave of four feet! which 
swept in from the gulf some time between 
the hours of 7 and 8 p. m., and the time 
the wind veered to the southeast. It 
should be remembered that there was a 
tide of about five feet and a terrible swell 
in jthe gulf during the storm, and that 
the tidal wave of four feet rede this wall 
of water and increased the force and 
speed of the sea that washed over the 
city. 

Mayor Jones saf@i this afternoon that 
he estimated the loss of life in and around 
Galveston at 5,000.

Immediately on receipt of this message 
the mayor issued a call for a special 
meeting of the council and requested the 


_business_men and citizens to be present 


to take the proper action. 

The response was unanimous and long 
before the hour of meeting the touncil 
chamber was filled with those interested 
in giving help to the storm sufferers. 

The story of the horrors of the de- 
vastated city had been read in The Con- 
stitution and the situation appealed to 
every citizen. It was known that Gal- 
veston was without food and water. The 
dead lay unbyried in the streets of the 
city and the efforts of the soldiers and 
surviving citizenry was needed to prevent 
the ghouls from mutilating and robbing 
the victims that had already been bruised 
and battered by the rushing waters. It 
was known that relief trains were en 
route, but money was needed at once 
and Atlanta came nobly to the assistance 
and the money is now in the hands of the 
proper authorities. 

But the work will not stop with this. 
The committee, consisting of Judge 
George Hillyer, Walker P. Inman and Dr. 
J. A. Craig, will receive subscriptions. 
The Constitution will acknowledge all 
donations sent to this office and The 
Journal will also receive subscriptions. 

It is needless to say that Atlanta will 
answer every appeal made by Galveston.

The mayor read the telegram from fhe 
Galveston relief commitee and explained 
that this urgent appeal for help had 
caused him to issue the special call for 
the council and the call for the gathering 
of citizens. 

“Atlanta has always been forward in 
matters of this kind and I feel sure that 
om this occasion the citizens wish to ex- 
tend aid to a suffering sister city,” said 
he. “The appeal is heart-rending and the 
commitee asks that we aid them in fe

Alderman Johnson secured the floor and 
stating that action was needed, offered 
a resolution providing for an appropria- 
tion of $2,500 for the relief of Galveston, 
$1,000 to be taken from the contingent 
fund and $1,500 from the appropriation to 
the sanitary department. The resolution . 
met with continued applauge. 

Councilman Harwell wanted an expres- 
sion from the citizens in order that fhey 
might avail themselves of the opportu- 
nity to indorse the council’s action, and 
the rules were suspended after fhe reso- 
lution appropriating $2,500 had been 
adopted. 

Judge George Hillyer, chairman of fhe 
citizens’ commitee appointed Tuesday, 
made a few remarks outlining the work 
that had been done by the committee, 
and Dr. J. A. Craig, treasurer of the 
commitee, stated that more than $70 had 
been subscribed by citizens.

IN STARK NAKED CONDITION 


Mobile, Ab.. September 12—(Special.)— 
Edward 5. Zeigler, Thomas Tarley and 
Alexander McCarty, former residents of 
Mobile. arrived here this evening from 
Galveston via Houston and New Orleans. 
They left the stricken city yesterday 
morning on the Charlotte Robinson, West- 
ern Union tug. 

They made a sensational escape on Sat- 
urday morning from the home they occu- 
pied on the gulf exposed beach by cling- 
ing to a log and floating to higher ground 
on waves which they described as being 
the length of a i.lock. The colored wo- 
man who gave the sleeping men warning 
was drowned. s 

Zeigler was struck by floating wreck- 
age. but his companions gamely assisted 
him to high ground. azeigler was naked 
and the other men were in night clothes 
when they joined the tRrong gathered in 
the vicinity of the Tremont house, but 
hundreds were in the same predicament, 
many women being rescued for whom 
covering had to be immediately obtained.

Negroes in open revolt until 
shot down robbed and outraged the dead, 
cutting off the ring-encircled fingers and 
bejeweled ears of women.

CITIZENS ARE HARD AT WORK. 


Dearth of Help Makes Task a Diffi- 
cult One. 

Galveston, Tex., September 11, via 
Yacht Stella to Houston, September 12.— 
The citizens of Galveston are straining 
every nerve to clear the ground and se- 
cure from beneath the debris the bodies 
of human beings and animals, and to get 
rid of them. It is a task of great magni- 
tude and is attended with untold difficul- 
ties. There is a shortage of horses to 
haul the dead and there is a shortage of 
willing hands to perform the grewsome 
work. Yesterday morning it became ap- 
parent that it would be impossible to 
bury the dead, even in trenches, and,ar- 
rangements were made to take them to 
sea. 

Barges and tugs were quickly made 
ready for the purpose, but it was diffi- 
cult to get men Ao do the work. The 
city’s firemen worked hard in bringing 
bodies to the wharf, but outside of them 
there were few who helped. Soldiers and 
policer.en were accordingly sent out and 
every able-bodied man they found was 
marched to the wharf frorit. The men 
were worked in relays and were supplied 
with stimulants to nerve them for their 
tasks. At nightfall three barge loads, 
containing about 700 human bodies, had 
been sent to sea, where they were sunk 
with weights. Darkhess compelled sus- 
pension of the work until morning. To- 
ward night great difficulty was expe- 
rienced in handling the dead bodies of 
negroes, which are badly decomposed, No 
effort was made after 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning to place the bodies in morgues 
for identification, for it was imperative 
that the dead should be got to sé¢a as 
soon as possible. Many of the bodies 
taken out are unidentified. They are 
placed on thea barges as quickly ag possi- 
ble and lists are made while the barges 
are being towed to sea.

This afternoon Governor Sayers receiv- 
ed the following official report from 
General Manager Trice, of the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern railroad, who 
is conducting the operations of the relief 
corps at Galveston: 

“Houston, Tex., September 12.—To Gov- 
ernor Sayers, Austin, Tex.: Your mes- 
sage of yesterday received. The cars 
containing the tents and rations were 
turned over to the barge line this morn- 
ing and forwarded to Galveston, arrange- 
ments here having been made for all 
freight to be handled by barges hauled 
by tugs from Clinton to Galveston and 
passengers by our line to Texas City and 
by boats from Texas City to Galveston. 
This is the best arrangement that can 
be made, and it prevents delay to either 
the freight or the passenger service, for 
if we handled the freight with the pas- 
sergers to Texas City the transfer from 
the cars to the boats would causc too 
much delay to the passenger service. We 
brought in one train consisting of about 
300 Galveston people to Houston today, 
and will get another trainload in tonight, 
mostly women and children, which will 
make about 600 that we will get out of 
Galveston today. The passenger ard 
freight service between Houston and 
Galveston is all free for sufferers, and we 
are issuing fransportation to all pvints 
north of Ilouston to all sufferers not 
able to pay their way.

WILL BE GENERAL EXODUS 


State Treasurer Wortham Gives a 
Graphic Description of the Grew- 
some Sight the Doomed 
City Presents in the 
Blistering Sun. 


Austin, Texas, September 12.—This 
morning ex-State Treasurer Wortham, 
who went to Galveston as the special aid 
to Adjutant General Scurry to investigate 
the true conditions there, returned home 
and made his report. It follows: 

“The situation at Galveston beggars 
description. I am convinced that the city 
is practically wrecked for all time to 
came. Fully 75 per cent of the business 
of the town is irreparably wrecked and 
at least the same percentage of damage 
is to be found in the residence portion. 
Along the + bet front great ocean 
steamers have bodily bumped themselves 
on the big piers and lay there, great 
masses of iron and wood that even fire 
cannot totally destroy. The great ware- 
houses along the water front are smashed 
in on one side, unroofed and gutted 
throughout their length, their contents 
either piled in heaps on the wharves or 
along the streets. Small tugs and sail 
boats have jammed themselves half in 


yand out the great doors where they were 


landed by the incoming waves and left 
to their fate by the receding waters. 
Houses are packed and jammed in great 
confusing masses in all the streets. Great 
piles of human bodies, dead animals, rot- 
ting vegetation, household furniture and 
fragments of the houses themselves are 
piled in confused heaps right in the main 
streets of the city. Along the gulf front 
human bodies are floating around like 
corse wood. Intermingled with them are 
to be found the carcasses of horses, 
chickens, dogs and rotting vegetable mat- 
ter. Above all rises the foulest stench 
that ever emanated from any cess pool, 
absolutely sickening in its intensity and 
most dangerous to health in its effects. 
Along the Strand adjacent to the gulf 
front where are located all the big whole- 
sale warehouses and stores, the situation 
almost defies successful review. 

“Great stores of fresh vegetation have 
been invaded by the coming waters, and 
are now turned into garbage piles of most 
befouling odors. The gulf waters, while 
on the land, played at will with every- 
thing, smashing in doors of gtores, de- 
positing bodies of humans and animals 
where it pleased, and then receded, leav- 
ing the wreckage to tell its own tale of 
how well the work had been done. Ag @& 
result, the great warehouses are tombs 
wherein are to be found the dead bodies 
of human beings and carcasses, and al- 
most defying invasion from relief par- 
ties. In the piles of debris along tle 
street, in the water and _ scattered 
throughout the residence portion of the 
city are to be found magses of wreckage, 
and in these great piles are to be found 
more human bodies and household furni- 
ture of every description. Handsome pic- 
tures are seen lying alongside of ice 
cream freezers and resting beside the 
nude figure of some man or woran. 
These great masses of debris are not con- 
fined to any one particular section of the 
city. The cruel waters of the gulf and 
the shrieking winds spared no one who 
was exposed. Whirling houses around in 


'its grasp, it piled their shattered frames 
| high 


in confusing masses and dumped 
their contents on top. Men and women 
were thrown around like so many logs 
of wood and left to rot in the withering 
sun. I believe that with the very best 
exertions of the men it will require weeks 
to secure some semblance of physical or- 
Ger in the city, and it is doubtful even 
then if all the debris will be disposed of. 
I never saw such a wreck in my life. 

“From the gulf front to the center of 
the island, from the ocean back, the 
storm wave held high revelry and left 
death and destruction in its wake. Se 
complete was the wreck, and so awe- 
inspiring the remains, that no one can do 
justice to the scene. It is certainly the 
greatest calamity that has ever befallen 
this community. 

“There is hardly a family on the island 
whose household is not short a member 
or more and in some instances entire 
families have been washed away or kill- 
wed. Efundreds who escaped from the 
waves only did so to become the victims 
of a worse death by being crushed to 
death bv falling buildings. Down in the 


business portion of the city the founda- | 


tions of great buildings have given way. 
carrying towering structures to their 
ruin. These ruins, falling across the 
streets. formed barricades on which gath- 
ered all the goating debris and many hu 
man bodies. Many of these bodies were 
stripped of their clothing by the force 
of the water and wind and there was 
nothing to protect them from the scorch- 
ing sun, the millions of flies and the 
rapid invasion of decomposition that set 
in. Many of the bodies have decayed so 
rapidly that they could not be handled 
for burial.

| ANOTHER STRIKE IS RECALLED. 
| One of Three Years Ago Ended in 


Terrfble Tragedy. 

Philadelphia, September 12.—The order 
of President Mitchell calling “out the 
miners in the anthracite coal region of 
this state recalls the last great strike in 
the same district three vears ago, which 
was practically ended by the tragedy at 
Lattimer, in which twenty-one miners 
were killed and over fifty wounded by 
deputy sheriffs. The strike {naugurated 
today by the United Mine Workers will 
for the time being terminate operations in 
the most productive hard coal field in 
the world. 

The mine employees in the anthracite 
district of Pennsylvania number about 
11.00) The membership of the union is 
not known to a certainty, but leaders 
claim that about 8 per cent of the miners 
are organized. The union men do not an- 
ticipate any difficulty in inducing the un- 
organized miners to strike. The closing of 
the mines is expected to reduce the ree- 
ular coal production 76 per cent. Should 
the strike continue over a period of two 
months the loss will amount to many 
millions of dollars. Officers of the miners’ 
union estimate that the organization has

The more important of the miners’ de- 
mam@s are as follows: 

Abolition of the company stores: reduc. 
tion in the price of powder to $1.8 per 
keg; abolition of company doctors; semi- 
monthly payment of wages: abolition of 
the sliding scale; wages paid in cash;

TERRIBLE CRIMES 


Wholesale Massacre of Missionaries Is 
Reported. 


WOMEN CRUELLY TORTURED 


It Is Said They Are Subjected to 
Awful Deaths. 


CONGER TAKES A GLOOMY VIEW 


As the Allies Left the Imperial City 
the Russians Looted Everything 
They Could Find. 


London, September 13.—3:16 a. m.—All 
the correspondents in China are sending 
terrible stories of the wholesale massa- 
cre of misslonaries.and native Christians. 
It is asserted that during July between 
15.000 and 20,000 converts were massacred 
in the northern provinces. Large num- 
bers of missionaries are still unaccounted 
for and small hope is entertained of their 
escape. 

Native reports are subject to the most 
careful scrutiny, with the result that al- 
though there may be some exaggeration, 
it is impossible to doubt that in the main 
they are correct. 

The horror is intensified by confirmation 
of the reports that the women are sub- 
jected to unspeakable barbarities and tor- 
tures, being stripped and slowly clubbed 
to death. This was one of the mildest 
methods. The boxers wreaked fiendish 
vengeance, 

The newspapers are calling loudly for 
swift punishment. Fears are expressed 
lest the Russian government, which does 
not encourage missionary propaganda, 
should prove lukewarm in this matter. 
Statements were current in the Euro- 


' pean capitals last night that the powers 


had replied to the Russian. proposition; 
that Great Britain and Germany had de- 
clined to evacuate Pekin; that Austria 
and Italy*had decided to be guided by 
Germany’s decision and that the other 


| powers had agreed to a more or less mod- 


ified withdrawal. The Paris correspond- 
ent. of The Morning Post claims to know 
that the allies will only withdraw outside 
the walls of the ‘capital where they will 
continue to dominate Pekin in a military 
sense 

According to a news agency dispatch 
from Pekin, dated August 3lst, Mr. Con- 
ger regards the situation as deplorable 
and is advising all the Americans tu 
leave the capital if possible. The Ameri- 
can minister was. in favor of the punitive 
expedition to Pao Ting Fu. According 
to the same dispatch an American soldier 
killed two Sikhs whom he caught loot- 
ing. 

“The Russians,

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Times wiring Tuesday says: 

“Ti Hung Chang has received an edict 
appointing Pringe Ching and _ General 
Yung Lu additfona peace commissioners. 
He has advised Yung Lu frankly to con- 
fess that hise troops were beyond con- 
trol and attacked the foreigners. Li Hung 
Chang will then inquire whether the al- 
ljes are prepared to accept Yung Lu asa 
commissioner. Chang Chih Tung, the Wu 
Chang viceroy, says Yung Lu is willing 
to return to Pao Ting Fu, but is reluc- 
tant to accept the appointment.”’

Pekin, August 26, via Taku, September 
10, and Shanghai, September 11.—The 
Japanese found Prince Ching, leader of 
the corservative, pro-foreign party, in 
the western hills, twenty miles distant, 
and are holding him there with the view 
of a conference and in the hope that he 
may establish communication with the 
dowager empress. 

Papers have been founc in the em- 
perors room at the palace containing 
lists of the foreigners kille@ and the 
foreigners’ property destroyed. The 
search upon the part of the allies for 
Chinese troops has’ been suspended.

CALLIN TROOPS 


Chaffee Receives Orders That 
Indicate Withdrawal, 


——————— 


SUPPLIES ARE STOPPED 


It Is Claimed That China Is Now 
on the Verge of a Terrible 
Famine and To Retain 
Troops Would Be- 
Criminal. 


Washington, September 12.—The ques- 
tion of withdrawing the American troops 
at omce from Pekin is now before the 
president and a speedy decision is ¢x- 
pected and required. There are differences 
among officials in Pekin on this subject 
and the issue fs for the president to de- 
cide. 

General Chaffee. was some time ago di- 
rected to hold himself in readiness to 
withdraw his troops. Undoubtedly he has 
conferred with the other commanders as 
to the time and manner of withdrawal, 
according to the terms of the note, The 
sending of further supplies to him has 
been stopped and he now awaits but the 
signal from Washimgton to begin his 
movement. It is for the president to give 
that signal. 

The considerations now before him in 
favor of immediate withdrawal are, first, 
the fact that he is already committed, in 
& measure, to such course by the lan- 
guage in reply to the Russian note, Sec- 
ond, it is represented that China is on 
the verge of a terrible famine and the 
retention of the troops in Pekin, prevent- 
ing, as they do, the return of the Chinese 
government and the supply of provisions 
to the capital, places the responsibility 
for what threatens to be a frightful ca- 
lamity upon the powers who sanctioned 
the occupation. 

On the other hand strong representa- 
tions have been made to the president in 
opposition to withdrawal in advance of 
the procurement of absolutely sufficient 
guarantees for the protection of Ameri- 
can interests in China, and for the safety 
of the native Christians. 


ing insisted upon by the missionary ele- 
ment is being given most careful con- 
sideration. 

In anticipation of some such state of 
affairs the effort has been made to hasten 
the dispatch of preliminaries to negotia- 
tions. It is highly desirable that some 
responsible representative of the Chinese 
government be recognized in order that 
we may secure a sufficient guarantee 
upon which to base the withdrawal of 
our troops. Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching are the only lights in the east so 
far aS our government can see and it {is 
possible thag the present problem may be 
solved by a decision to deal with them 
immediately, and to accept their pledge 
as sufficient for our purposes. Therefore, 
the decision announced today to facili- 
tate Li Hung Chaneg’s passage from 
Shanghal to Pekin may be regarded as 
significant. Later it was announced that 
Consul General Goodnow had reported 
that Li would leave Shanghai next Friday 
for Tien Tsin. His means of transporta- 
tion are not known, but he may have a 
United States vesse] if such a thing is 
absolutely necessary to his reaching Tien 
Tsin. It is not known that any of the 
powers is prepared to object to LA Hung 
Chang’s visit. 

Meanwhile the state department is do- 
ing. its best to force the Chinese govern- 
ment, through Li Hung Chang, to restore 
peace in the provinces and cease out- 
rages upon American citizens, which 
have been continued up to the present 
day.

Last year it required abo 
run the county. The income from thé tax’ 
rate then was $189,756.84. Fully $20,000 was 
added to this amount from other sourcem@ 

It is estimated that $285,000 wi! ve 
necessary to run Fulton county this year. 
Of that amount $187,399.11 can be counted 
on as coming from the tax levy, and it 
is believed that about $25,000 will come in 
from the railroad tax, back taxes and 
other items not appearing on the digest. 

Will Observe Strict Economy. 

According to figures, it would seem that 
there is danger of a deficit of several 
thousand dollars this year, but the com 
missioners are confident that with the ob- 
servance of strict economy in some of ths 
departments, the county will be enabled 
to come out about even at the end of the 
year. 

Last year it became necessary to pufr- 
chase live stock, crushers and rollers for 
use in the public works department, and 
these expenses aggregated about $9,000. 
That department is now well equip ved, 
and it will not be necessary to make any 
large ;girchases for it this year, sand 
hence that amount will be saved for 
other work,

Brown Proposed $3.50 Rate. 
The rate adopted was that proposed by 
Commissioner Clifford L. Anderson, Com- 
missioner Brown started the ball rolling 
during the meeting of the board yester- 
day morning by proposing that the rate 
be fixed at $3.50 on the thousand dollars. 
He said that in addition to the amount 
received from a levy at that figure he eX- 
rected to get $387,000 from other sources. 
He also made provision for $10,000 to be 
expended during the year in building and 
establishing a reformatory in the county 

for youthful criminals. 

His rate was put to a vote, and the ayes 
and nays called. Commissioners Adair, 
Anderson, Palmer and Rosser voted 
against it. Commissioner Brown voted 
aye. CommJrsioner Rosser then proposed 
a levy of $3.70 on the thousand, and Com- 
missioner Anderson offered, as an amend- 
ment, his levy of the same figures. His 
subdivisions of thé rate were different 
from thase of Chairman Rosser. 

Captain Anderson stated, when a dis- 
cussion arose over the proposed rate, that 
he anticipated there would be fuliy $10,000 
left over in the county treasury from 
1899. Cleck- Wood said he felt positive 
this would not be the case, in view of 
work passed up. Captain Anderson de- 
clared that he contemplated getting at 
feast $15,000 from the railroads as taxes 
and from back taxes. He also figured 
that additional sums would be received 
from other sources. 

On a vote being taken on Commissioner 
Anderson's proposed tax rate, all voted 
for it except Commissioner Brown, who 
reiterated his statement that the rate 
could be still further lowered. Before 
the meeting adjourned %,000 was appro- 
priated to pay Fulton county’s share in 
the expense of building the Rvoswell 
bridge over the chattahoochee river, 
which will connect Fulton and Cobb 
counties.

COLUMBUS MILLIS WON’T STOP. 


But the Managers Are Watching the , 


Price of Cotton. 


Columbus, Ga., September 12.—(Special.) 
Columbus cotton circles were very much 
interested today in the report in The 
Constitution that a number of the Au- 
gusta mills would close down, owing to 
the high price of cotton. Columbus milis 
will not close unless cotton should go 
very much higher than at present. The 
Constitution correspondent interviewed a 
number of the Jocal mill people today and 
they said that the Columbus factories 
were not contemplating shutting down, A 
serious feature witb the cotton mills ts 
the fact that the cotton goods market 
not responding to the advance of cotton. 
Dry goods have gone up Very little, if 
any. It seems almost impossible to stif- 
fen the prices, the dealers flatly refusing 
to pay more. Whether this is a large bluff 
or whether the dry goods dealers have 
big stocks are questions yet to be an- 
swered. If it should turn out to be mere- 
ly a bluff the people who handle the out- 
put of the cotton factories will pay dearly 
for their present position. One of the Co- 
lumbus mills learned today from an au- 
thorative source that a large commission 
house in New York which handles Co- 
lumbus goods was offering a certain 
cloth at 1% cents less per yard than the 
actual cost of the goods in the Columbus 
mills under the present price of cotton 

The shippers and factories bought one 
thousand bales in Columbus today, prac- 
tically wiping out the salable stock of the 
local warehouses. Of this the shippers 
bought six hundred: and the Columbus 
factories four hundred bales. The best 
cotton quotation was 10% cents.

OTHER A PISTOL 


Bloody Encounter Between Two 
Plumbers in Macon, 


GREEN DEAD, JONES MAY DIE 


Green, with a Knife, Slashed Jones, 
and the Latter Shot His Opponent 
in Five Places—Fought Un- 
til Loss of Blood Weak- 
enéd Them, 


- Macon, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)—A 
terrible personal encguntgr occurred this 
afternoon about 4 o'clock tn the plumbing 
and gas fitting stablishment of S. M. 
Subers & Co., on Cotton avenue, between 
Mr. B. M. and Mr. Robert I.. 
Green, two well known plumbers and citi- 
zens, and as result of the combat both 
men may die. 

The affair happened in the office of the 
store, which situated near the front 
door, and being on one of the principal 
thoroughfares of the city, naturally cre- 
ated great excitement, and a large crowd 
of people were drawn fo the scene, for 
the sight of two bleeding men lying on 
the floor and ‘tn the supposed throes of 
death was thrilling and exciting. Green 
was shot by Jones five times. Two of the 
bullets entered the stomach, one the right 
breast, and there were two glancing shots 
on the breast. Green stabbed Jones three 
times, cne near the hollow of the throat, 
one in the left shoulder and one in the 
right wrist. The particulars of the case 
as can be learned at this time seem to 
be as follows: 

Jones and Green have been working for 
some time at Subers @ Co. It appears 
that Green believed that Jones had bee 
imposing on him, or that Green entertain- 
ed jealousy toward Jones about plumbing 
work. This afternoon, about 2 o'clock, 
while the two men were in the store, 
Green with a large open knife in his 
hand walked up to Jones, and catching 
him by the lapel of the said to 
Jones in a very threatening manner that 
Jones had not treated him right. Jones 
replied: 

“Well, 
you don't 
for it.’’ 

Green answered in an angry tone: 

“T won't accept any of your apologies.” 

Jones said: “I will leave then,” 
and he walked off. 

In a few minutes Mr. Aleck Subers, of 
the firm. sent Jones from the store on 
a business mission. Jones returned about 
4 o’clock, and entering the office took a 
seat at the desk and commenced to write. 
Green. who was under the influence of 
liquor, walked into the office and up to 
Jones. who was still sitting down. Green, 
who is left handed, had a large open 
knife in his left hand. He caught Jones 
by the left wrist. Jones arose from his 
seat and seized Green by the right wrist. 
Jones drew a 32-caliber pistol. In this 
tragic and belligerent attitude the men 
holding the open Knife in 
his raised left hand and Jones holding 
the pistol in his right hand, thus the 
knife and pistol hand of the two_men 
were free. while they held the wrist of 
the other hand of one another. The 
men, were only separated by the length 
of their arms. They stood squarely fac- 
ing each other. Both men are over six 
feet tall, Green weighing about 220 pounds 
and Jones about 170. 

Suddenly the left hand of Green was 
seen to descend, the knife blade flashed 
in the light and buried itself? near the 
hollow of Jones’s pistol

fired by Jones. Again Greenfi’s knife de- 
scended and entered Jones’s left shoulder 
and once more a pistol shot was heard 
from Jones. For the third time Green 
cut Jones, this wound being on the right 
wrist. Jones fired the entire contents 
of his pistol, five bullets, every one of 
which struck Green. 

So close were the men together 
Green’s pants caught fire at the 
band frem the flash of Jones's pistol. 

All the fighting occurred in Subers & 
Co.’s office and present at the time were 
Messrs. Aleck Subers and EF. O. Sellers, 
but their backs were turned to the men 
and they did not know there was a dis- 
turbance until the first pistol shot. Green 
and Jones cut and skot so rapidly that the 
damage had been done before those pres- 
ent could separate the men. 

As soon as Green and Jones had finished 
their work on each other they tottered 
out of the office, through loss of blocd, 
and stood side by side, leaning their 
backs against the iron railing of the of- 
fire and each still holding the other by 
the wrist, Jones grasping the pistol in 
his hand and Green holding to his knife. 
Both men were too badly hurt tg do each 
other further harm. 

Fred Beasley, a plumber, who was up- 
stairs, heard the shooting and ran down 
to the men. He took the knife from 
Green and Policeman John Davis took 
the pistol from Jones. Neither man 
wished to give up the' weapons. Doctors 
came at once to Green and Jones and 
pronounced both men in a critical con- 
dition. They were sent to the hospital 
to be operated on. 

Green died at

The nomination was made by Repre- 
sentative W. H. Styles, of Liberty county, 
who eulogized ITeaken in the highest 
manner as a lifeiong republican and a 
man of ability, who would certairly 
carry the party to success. The nomina- 
tion met with general approval, and 
Leaken was then nominated by acclama- 
tion. 

The convention was chiefly 
with a small sprinkling of white 
gates. 

J. M. Elders, a white delegate, from 
Tattnall, made a speech eulogizing the 
administration of President McKinley. 

J. C. Simmons, of Chatham, introduced 
and had passed a resolution calling upon 
the delegates to use their influence with 
the county representatives In the legisla- 
ture for the passage of a bill establish- 
ing a state reformatory for youthful 
criminals. 

A resolution by J. H. Deveaux, 
demned Bishop Henry M. Turner In the 
severest terms for his desertion of the 
republican rarty, and his public advoe- 
cacy of Hon. W. J. Bryan. The resolu- 
tion ,was received with applause by the 
convention, and was adopted unanimous- 
The resolution says in part: 

“Whereas, Bishop Turner has been 4 
beneficiary of the republican party for 
years, and is now a teneficlary of the 
republican voters of Georgia and other 
states of the nation, 

“Resolved, That his wild denunciation 
of President McKinley and the repub- 
lican party is without any foundation, in 
point of fact, and we regard his incoher- 
ent fulminations as lowering the dignity 
of his high calling and meriting the just 
condemnation of his people.” 

Rev. W. H. Styles then made a speech, 
reviewing Bishop Turrer’s record since 
the war, and severely criticising his 
course in this and former matters.

IT WAS GRAHAWM’S SUGGESTION. 


Where Firing of Rockets as Storm 
Signals Originated. 
Savannah, Ja., September 12.—(Spe- 
cilal.)\—The rocket signals now in general 
use by the weather bureau for giving in- 
formation of the approach of storms 
were originated and suggested to the 
bureau by a Savannah man, Dr.’ St. J. 
B. Graham. These signal rockets were 
used very freely here and at other points 
within the past week to give warning of 
the gulf storm which was threatening 
this section. Dr. Graham was at the 
quarantine station in 1893, where he per- 
formed many heroic acts during the 
August cyclone of that year. Dr. Graharn 
saw around him the need of some method 
to notify the sea islanders of the ap- 
proach of these cyclones. It will be re- 
membered that many of them lost their 
lives in the storm of 1893. Some experi- 
ments were made with carrier pigeons, 
but they proved unsuccessful. Dr. Gra- 
tam suggested to the local observer the 
use of large rockets to notify people liv- 
ing on the coast of an approaching cy- 
clone. The matter wagg taken up with the 
weather bureau at Wdehington, with the 
result that the suggestion was adopted, 
and the rockets are now fired nightly 
whenever a West Indian cyclone is 
headed in the direction of any station. 
The rockets can be seen at a distance of 
eighteen miles, and thus serve as a warn- 
ing to people on plantaticns, as well as 

those on the islands and at sea.

Perry as foreman and L. B. Hughes 
and R. O. Fincher as clerks, Judge Go- 
ber delivered to them a very strong, 
clear and able charge, impressing the 
necessity of organization and system, law 
and order and the defense of our nation, 
state and county, through its organized 
government. He gave in charge all the 
statutes specially made his duty to 
charge, and on the subject of roads gave 
the jury and all citizens to understand 
that he intended to have good roads and 
to enforce the law in relation thereto. 
The jury, he said, had only a small part 
to perform in this particular, only to say 
whether or not the roads are in good or 
bad condition. He would do the rest. 
His remarks on this line have put the 
people to thinking and doing, and the re- 
sult will be that hereafter, in a few 
months at least, Cherokee county will 
doubtless have as good roads as it will be 
possible to made them without organized 
convict labor. Judge Gober’s charge 
along other Ines was equally as em- 
phatic and forceful, and was well re- 
ceived throughout. The grand jury ffius 
far has done a good week's work. The 
riot occurring on the excursion train of 
May 30th, on the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern railroad, has been pretty thor- 
oughly sifted and many true bills of in- 
dictment found, including one for mur- 
der against John Mayes, of North Caro- 
lina. A bill has also been found against 
Dollie Prichett for the murder of *her 
infant a few weeks ago. The time of 
the court has been taken up thus fpr in 
the trial of civil business, but as many of 
the most important civil cases have been 
continued, it is thought the criminal cases 
can be disposed of ant court adjourned 
this week, although two weeks are set 
apart for this term. There are many 
prominent visiting attorneys and others 
in attendance.

Percy Thompson, president of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Warehouse 
Company, of New York, a former Atlan- 
tian, who was in the city, announced his 
desire to subscribe $100 for his company. 


Citizens Take Action. 


At thfs juncture the council adjourned 
and the gathering resolved itself into a 
committee of citizens, with Judge George 
Hillyer, chairman, and J. 8S. Cohen, sec- 
retary. 

In taking the chair, Judge Hillyer said: 
“The present appeal is one that would 
turn a heart of stone. I have been 
touched more than once by the splendid 
spirit’ displayed by citizens of Atlanta in 
coming to the aid of a suffering sister 
city in such a liberal manner. Just think 
of forty or fifty thousand people cut off 
on an island without food or water.

George C. Smith, president of the At- 
lanta and West Point and Western of 
Alabama railroads, said: 

“TI wish to announce that all goods com‘ 
ing from any authorized commitee will] be 
transported to Galveston over our roads 
free of charge. I wish further to sub- 
scribe $100 for the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad and $25 personally.” 

Judge Spencer Atkinson said: “I don't 
think the citizens of Atlanta need to be 
urged to aid suffering Galveston. AT 
they need is an opportunity to give. They 
have displayed the proper spirit on all 
occasions and have come grandly to the 
fore in this particular instance.”’ 

At Judge Atkinson's snuggestion a com- 
mittee, consisting of three, was appointed 
to canvass the meeting, with the result 
that several hundred dollars was secured. 
Later in the day the aldermanic board 
met and concurred in the council’s action.

Changed. 


CLOSED TO CITY CHILDREN 


Inmates Must Go Through State 
Courts, Says Judge Palmer. 


PUBLIC MISUNDERSTANDS THE MATTER 


According to Law Youthful Criminals 
Cannot Be Sent to Institution 
from Recorder’s Court. 


County Attorney Luther Z. Rosser gives 
it as his opinion that the law governing 
the establishment of county and munici- 
pal reformatory prisons cannot. be 
changed by the legislature so as to admit 
of sending children from the city record- 
er’s court, or off the streets, to an insti- 
tution established by Fulton county. — 

This was announced during the meeting 
of the board of county commissioners 
yesterday morning and was the result of 
Commissioner Walter R. Brown's conten- 
tion that when the board fixed the tax 
rate that the sum of $7,500 be appropriat- 
ed for th@establishment of the institu- 
tion which the citizens of Fulton county 
voted, for some three months ago. 

Commissioner H. E. W. Palmer was op- 
posed to setting aside such an amount, 
because, said he, it had not been ascer- 
tained what sum would be necessary to 
erect a.suwitable building and put it in 
working order. ‘‘We should £0 slow about 
this matter,’’ said he. ‘“‘As yet we do not 
know what it may cost to establish the 
reformatory, and until that important 
item is settled I think we should refrain 
from hasty action.” 

He went on to say that he had always 
been heartily in favor of such an insti- 
tution for the redemption of youthful 
transgressors against the law; citizens of 
the county by a very large vote had ex- 
pressed a desire to have such an insti- 
tution, and that under the circumstances 
there was nothing left for the commis- 
Sioners to do but establish the reforma- 
tory. 

Matter Is Misunderstood. 

“But,”’ said he, ‘“‘the general public ap- 
pears to misunderstand the matter. Ac- 
cording to the recent election Fulton 
county voted to establish this reforma- 
tory.
